as In tbe case with tangible personal 
property, such as horses, cattle, etc , 
where tbe values an- determined by 
the property 'owner and the assessor. 
Hence the share of taxation upon In- 
tangible property Is unequal and 
holders of personal prppajcty. .Iildc 
owf their property and fail to give 
It In for tnxalloii. N'ow the purpose 
of the amondment is to plac-e the rate 
of taxation at such n IlKurc upon 
personal property that Intangible 
property will be given in for assess- 
ment and taxation. We believe this 
will provide such revaave that the 
taxation upon real estate for state 
purposes will be greatly decreased 
and finally removed entirely." 
Other Stoillar gyat e i ii a . 
Several ayatenm of taxation In 
vogue in other'statea were discussed 
by the commiliei- and those of renn- 
sylvanlu and .\Iai\ laiid. which are 
somewhat siniil 11 . ined to meet 
with favor. In Pennsylvania real es- 
tate ia not taxed for atate purposes, 
the revenue being deriaed from per- 
sonalty, franchise and license taxes. 
The city and count>' taxes are riit«ed 
iilion real estate, bur a portion of the 
1,101 levcnueK Ro for county pur- 
poses. It Is frequently the case 
that tbe state turns back a surplus 
to the county and the rate of taxa- 
tion Is further decreased. 

The committee plans a slre!iiinuf» 
campnign to secure tho reforms con- 
sidered necessary.
